ing the sugar beet industry: in Can- 
ada will be reviewed by the Parlia- 
mentary Committee on Agriculture. 
The House of Commons today in- 
structed it to devise means to place 
the industry on its feet, whether by 


means of tariffs, bonuses, or sub 
sidies. 
_ After a debate lasting all after- 


noon, the house adopted the sugges- 
tion of J. 8. Stewart, Conservative, 
Lethbridge, to refer the question to 
the agricultural committee. Origin- 
ally the. subject was introduced by 
Dr. Gershaw, Medicine Hat, in a 
resolution calling upon the govern- 
ment to co-operate with the sugar 
factories in promoting the process- 
ing of home-produced beets. This 
resolution later was withdrawn in 
favor of the Stewart amendment, 
which the house adopted without a 
recorded vote 

To bonus the sugar beet industry 
so that it produced Canada’s annual 
requirements would cost $6,000,000, 
said M. F. Hepburn, Liberal, West 
Bigin. Difficulties facing the in- 
dustry, he said, were world-wide, 
and came from the primary cause of 
over-production. Since 1921, world 
sugar production increased 55 per 
cent and consumption 7 per cent, 
leading to a glut and falling prices. 

Canada produced only 10 per 
cent of its raw sugar requirements, 
said Dr. Gershaw. The _ irrigated 
lands of southern Alberta were 
adapted to this industry, and if the 
industry received government assist- 
ance he believed a million acres 
could be cultivated in that province, 
placing Canada in an independent 
position.

A discovery has been made on an 
arid plain in Africa which may 
mean much to dry areas. A new 
kind of grass has been found which 
resists drought better than any 
previously known type. About a 
year ago the Empire Marketing 
Board mdde a grant to enable Dr. 
Pole Evans to explore botanically 
the interior of Bechuanaland, where 
the rainfall is less than ten inches. | 
The exceptionally drought  resist- 
ant plant is a new type of woolly 
finger grass. It has an under- 
ground creeping root and is thus 
able to store up moisture and nour- 
ishment for long periods. 


Durum Wheat Scarce This Year 


Most of the durum wheat in 
North America is grown in Dakota 
and South Saskatchewan and Mani- 
toba, This area was afflicted with 
severe drouth this past season and 
the crop of 1930 was not very large. 
For that reason there was a dis- 
tinct shortage of durum wheat and 
the price paid for it exceeded that 
paid for common wheat. The price 
next year will of course, depend 
upon the supply in relation to the 
demand. If there is a large crop 
in Dakota and South Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba, it would be ~ only 
fair to expect that the price of 
durum would be lower than it is 
this year, in comparison with other 
wheat. 


Weather and Crop Conditions 
In Russia 

Russia is experiencing an unusu- 
ally mild winter and Soviet offigials 
are soméwhat “alarmed over the 
possibility of damage to _ winter 
crops. Instead of the usual heavy 
blanket of snow much of the coun- 
try was bare during January due 
to thaws and rain. The prospect
